2. The requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty (Article 33(2) PCT) is not met 
in view of the following documents: 

2.1 Document D1 (see the passages cited in the search report) discloses water-in- 
diesel emulsions that comprise a polyalkoxylated polyisobutene emulsifier whose 
HLB value is between 2 and 6. The emulsions reduce soot and NOx emissions in 
diesel engines. Example 4 discloses an emulsion that contains 15 wt% of water 
and 5 wt% of methanol. The disclosure of DE-A-100 03 105 is prejudicial to the 
novelty of claims 1, 5, 6, 9-11, 13-21, 25, 26, 28-38 of the international application. 

2.2 Document D2 (see cited passages) destroys the novelty of claims 21 -31 , 34, 35. 

2.3 Document D3 (see cited passages) destroys the novelty of claims 21 -31 , 34, 35. 

2.4 Document D4 (examples 1-3) discloses emulsions that are novelty-destroying to 
claims 21 -26, 28, 31 , 34, 35 of. the international application 

3. Dependent claims 2-4, 7, 8, 12 do not contain any features which, in combination 
with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the 
PCT in respect of inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT), the reasons being as follows: 

3.1 The subject-matter of claims 2-4 is obvious in view of the documents D5, D6 cited 
by the applicant taken in combination with document D1 . 
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3.2 By (ack of any unexpected effect, the subject-matter of claims 7, 8, 1 2 is obvious 
in view of the combination of document D1 with either document D2 or D3.
